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Queft. 1. W 4 Minifter, when be Vifits and 
Prays with a fick Perjon, tho’ of ano- 
ther Parifh, and takes Money for fo 

doing, does not only what is mean and unbecoming, but alfo 

what is unlawful ? 

An(w. We cannot think that any Minifter wou'd do 
fuch a thing as Pray by a Sick Perfon out of a Prin- 
ciple of Intereft, either ia his own or anothers Parith ; 
but as to Vifiting and Praying with, or inftructing Per- 
fons at fuch a time, it is Charity, and may without an 
Injury to any Perfon be performed, in whatioever 
place a Minifter may meet with an Opportunity of do- 
ing it: And tho’ fuch a Vifie fhou’d not be made in- 
tentionally to gain by it, yet if the Minifter 1s in Narrow 
Circumftances, and the Sick Perfons, or their Friends, 
either on that Account, or in Gratitude for the Kind- 
nefs, offers him fome {mall Preient, We don’t think 
him Obliged to refule it; but We dare fay none of ‘em 
will ever demand it. 


Queft. 2. What's the reafon that People Dream of what 
they never beard nor thought, and yet fometimes it bas come 
to pals afterwards ? es ; 

An{w. Pharaoh’s Dreams, and thofe of tome few 
others, foretelling what fhou’d happen, has without 
doubt been an Encouragement to fome Superftitious 
People to Credit the like in themfelves, not confider- 
ing that thofe were upon extraordinary Accouuts, and 
more particularly defigned by God for the Preiervati- 
on of many ; whereas their own are Created by their 
Fancies, partly fleeping and partly waking ; for what- 
foever their Dreams want of perfect Prophecy, they'll 
be fure after the Event has happened to fupply by their 
Inventive Faculties, and if it was not the fame word 
for word, yet without doubt by Interpretation the 
fenfe muft agree. But We fee no reafon to Credit any 
thing of this Nature, except in the aforefaid Cafe, where 
God may be faid particularly to infpire the Fancy, and 
are well fatisfied no wile Perfon ever pretends to thofe 
Difcoveries, Dreams in a great meafure proceeding from 
the Natural Temperament and Habit of the Body, a ffift- 
ed by the Fancy and Imagination, and why that which 
we Fancy inthe Night fhou’d have more fignification 
than if we imagined it by Day, We fee no reaton. 


Queft. 3. There were two Sifters compell'd by their Re- 
lations 10 marry two Men of equal Fortunes, but one of their 
Husbands predominant Vice is immoderate Love of Wine, and 
the others of Women; I defire to know which of the Women 
is mot unhappy thereby, and bow they may reclaim them ? 

Anjfw. If he that will Whore won't drink, and has 
fo much Common Senfe as to take Care of his Health, 
his Wives Carkafs is probably moft fecure; for’ he that 
will be drunk, nothing comes amifs to him, Whoring, 
Quarelling, Cutting of Throats, or any thing, without 
being capable of any Precaution, whatloever the Effect 
may be. Then as for their Eftaces, they are borh ina 
tair way, and he that is the heartieft Sinner will be fure 
to Sacrifice all fooneft. But to reform them will be a 
difficule Task, yet We believe a Prudent Wife may go 
very far towards the doing of it: Let her whole Hus- 
band Loves others, be as Complailaat as poflible, with- 
out taking Notice that fhe knows he gives her any 


_reafon for the contrary, and not too fond, for his Love 


being upon the ebb that way, fhe'll quite lofe it, and 
he'll be apt co think fhe’s Obliging purely to pleafe her 
felf, but the muft do the part of agood Wife, and let 
her Care be more to fhow her Reafon than Tender- 
nefs, omitting nothing that may make his Lite eafie, and 
her Company agreeable. Then the other, whole Hul- 
band is half Brute, half Man, the muft have her ripe of 


Reafoning and Patience ; but if he’s ODftinate, and ne-~ 
ver capab'e of confidering either che lofs of his Healrh 
or his Credit, fhe may try if the can prevail with hun 
to leave his Companions and retire, under other Pre- 
fences, and not mention the true Cauie; if fhe can’t 
do that, engage tome Company {till co Vilit him as may 
detain him at home, and there be fure neither to wa 
good Wine nor Diverfions fuitable co his Temper ; this 
may in time prevail on him, tho’ We won't promile, 
fora Drunkard commonly proves an incorrigible tort 
of an Animal. 


Queft. 4. Whether ficbting a Duel for a Mijirels, as it's 
now prattis’d, be not acaing all Laws, both Divine and Hu- 
mane, and fo ought to be taken Not Magitrate, 
altho’ no Death enfues ? 

An{w. For ove Manto Covet the Blood of another 
is very unnatural, and confequently a Breach ot his Du- 
ty; and Duelling upon any account whattoever, is a 
moft rath, foolifh and wicked thing, tnd no better thay 
wifhing the Death of him they Challenge. but except 
there was a Penalty inflicted upon any one that fhou'd 
make or receive a Challenge, 1 does not concern the 
Magiitrate to call Men to an account tor their Thoughts 
and Intentions, and where there is no Lite loft. ¢! 
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here s 
no Injury done to the Publick, whatloever the Parties 
might defign. 


Queft. s. 1 have very lately married a Wife of a con- 
fiderable Fortune chat was lett her by her Grandfather, 
but I am credibly informed that it was got by very 
ill means, as Extortion, Fraud, Deceit, 7c. I have ever 
fince my Pofleffion of this ill-gotten Wealth, bees very 
uneafie, and have kept ic by & felf, not making ufe of 
it for tear of Poyfoning that which was mine before : 
Iam very well fatisfied inmy Wife, that fhe is a good 
virtuous Woman, and of a fingular good Nature: Pray 
give me your Advice what I were beft to do, Whether 
I may make Ufe of sbis Money without offence to God, or 
danger of Corrupting the reft, and bow far I was in the 
wrong, I knowing this Money was ill got before | was mar- 
ried, but not before ¥ was in Love with her ? 

An{w. If all Men were as Cautious, we fhou'd have 
more innocent dealing in the World, but becaule tome 
Men are Knaves, others are not obNged to be Fools, and 
thereby become more fcrupulous than either Reafon 
or Religion requires. If you know any Perfon or Per- 
fons that have been wronged by him whofe Eftate you 
poffefs, We think you ought in Confcience to make re- 
paration, by reftoring what has been taken from them 
by Fraud ; but if you only know inthe general ir was 
il] got, and not the Injuries done thereby, you may 
aflure your felf( fuppofing you make a good ule of it, 
by being as Charitable as your Circumftances wil! al- 
low ) it will profper with you; for fince you are free 
from the Guilt, you will al!> be free from the delerved 
Punifhmeng of {uch Practices. And fhou'd you be. in- 
clined to give it all away, the Poor may for the fame 
Reafons refufe to accept of it, as youdo. As for your 
taking a Wife whofe Fortune was fo got, you'r ne’re 
the more to blame, fince you took it as a Valuable Con- 
fideration of your enluing Charge, and did not choole 
it as ill-gotten Wealth, defigniyg to make an honeft 
Ule of it.

Lady, and mot break the Vow I bave made 10 my former 
Wife? A 

>. And whether the Promifes and Vows we have made to 
each other are not acceptable before God, in Cale we perform 
all things according to the uttermoft ef our Powers? 

Anfw.1. You miftake the Nature of your Vow, or 
you cou’d ne’re be ignorant that this Practice wou'd 
be as great a Breach on’t as you can poffibly make ; 
for you undoubtedly detigned it either to fatishe your 
Wife that your Children fhou’d net be wronged, if you 
have any; or if not, that no other Woman fhould ever 
after pofleis your efteem. Suppofing the firft, it was 
not altogether unreafonable, fecond Matches generasiy 
proving to fatal to the firft Wives Children : But if the 
laft only, ‘twas equally foolifh for her to detire, or you 
to grant fuch a thing, no Man knowing one day what 
he fhall be the next ; and you are Obliged to Marry 
it you can't live Honeft without, and may as well take 
her you like as another. 

Anjw. 2. No, they are not, fince there remains un- 
done that part which is Neceflary for decency and Or- 
der, by the performing of which you are no more 
guilty of Breaking your Vow, but takea more lawfull 
way {0 to do, than by living in a continued Act of 
Fornication. Nor can any Happinels be expected trom 
a Vicious Contract, and the Gentlewoman has no more 
reafon to belive you won't be talieto her than to your 
former Promifes, now you have tound the way to break 
them. 


Queft.7. J defire you to Anfwer to thefe Que- 
ftions : Firlt, Whether I ought to go to my 
private Prayers 1s the Church as foon as I come 
to my Seat ? Uf it bappens that the AMinifter us 
atlually at Prayer in the publick Prayers of the 
Church, oughe not I rather immediately to joi 
with him? 

Secondly, Whether it be lawful for me ( if 
a Minifter ) to flay in the Veftry all the time 
of the publick Prayers, and not come into the 
Church ‘till the laft Pfalm ts finging, and then 
go up inthe Pulpit ? 

Thirdly, Suppofing J am all the time of Di- 
vine Service in the Church, and join with the 
Congregation in the publick, Prayers and Jinging 
Pfalms, may I leave off joining with the Pub- 
lick, Worfhip before it is done, and Pray private- 
ly sa my Pulpse? 

Avfw. 1. Every one ought to go to Church 
foon enough to beg the Blefling of God Al- 
mighty upon their Devotions, that he wou'd 
be pleas’d to accept of them, and keep their 
Minds fixed on thofe Duties they go to 
perform : But when Perfons happen to ftay 
’till Divine Service is begun, they muft not 
be fo long in their Private Addrefles, buta 
fhort Ejaculation or two We think ought 
to be offered. 

Anfw. 2. If Lawful it is not Expedient, 
lince it gives People occafion to fay, The 
greatelt Afferters of our Prayers defpife ’em 
themfelves, and upon that account, were 
they a lefs excellent Form, we fhou’d be 


glad if the Minifter wou’d tzke a fufficicnt 
time before to Confider his Sermon, and al- 
ways fhow his Approbation of our Prayers 
by being prefent at them. _ 

Anfw. 3. But as the Minifter does not 
come only to give a Perfonal Attendance, 
but aifo to Teach and Inftruct the People, 
fo he is to have a refpect to that Office, 
and to take fo much time as is requilite for 
him to make his Private Addrefles to God in, 
which We think may be beft done after Ser- 
vice is ended, whillt the Pfalm is finging.
